IMPRESSIONS OF EBayPr

(From un Occasional Correspondent.) 

Our distance from the old country pus at 
least this advantage that. we have tho choice 
ofvaried routes when on our Woy home'for a 
holiday, and so cat, without great expense, 
nee something of the way the world is 
made, nnd managed. . 

In trking Egypt on the way home from 
the Enst, the best landing place is Port 
Said, Hero tho travoller has to submit to 
thie indignity of having his linon furnigated, 
while it would seem much mivre to the. 
point if tho town itself underwent the treat- 


ment. Hore also he makes his first ac- 
quaintanee with the Egyption fly, probably 
tho most irritating insect under the sun. Tt 
will spond half-an-hour alighting every two 
minutes on one's nose, akilful.y avoiding 
the blows aimed at it, apparently with no 
object but pure sport. A certain amount 
of sympathy might be felt by the philanth- 
ropic for a mosquito, who is at least getting 
a living, but tho Kgyptian dy, seeing that 
he might just an wall settle oa tho wall or 
ceiling, reminds one of the Chinese mason, 
why, with all the sontinent of Asia behind 
him, is never satistied unless ho can chip 
hia ‘block of granite in the middle of 5 
thoroughfare in Hongkong. Yn Cairo, most 
Huropeana carry a Ay whisk, tho better 
‘ones mado of horse hair on an ivory stick, 

From Port Said to. Csiro by train 
takes the best part of a day. The route 
Nos first along the Canat bank 
Jemailin, where lunch: is provided and 
a change of trains made; then through 
Tol-el-Kebir, Zag-a-Aig—a big railway 
junction, —and through mach of tho, 
fertile Dolta land where the cotton crop is 
grown in the summor, but which at thia 
time (April) is mostly covered with wheat 
nearly ready for hatvost- The country 
appears fertile, prosperous and ‘thickly 
peopled. The houses in the villages are 
of the most primitive description, mud 
walls and flat roofs, the latter looking moro 
like a rubbish heap than anything else, 
Tho country is almost rainless, the average 
yearly fall at Cairo peing about 34 inches. 
Une good Hongkong rainstorm or typhoon 
would necessitate the rebuilding of rural 
Egypt. At Cairo, there is considerable 
choice of hotels, or rather there would be 
if the fumigating expert at Port Said had 
not insted that one should make one’s 
choice there, naively supporting his 
request with the romark that the inform- 
ation was required by the police. The 
‘travellor who dées not care for tho town 
may find accommodation at_ Mona House, 
a now hotel closa to’ the Pyramids and 
reached from Cairo by electric tram. 
Cairo isa dirty town; the great carriage 
traffic and lack of rain make it so. The 
visitor myst be . prepared to fight with 
fleas and fies in the moat sumptuous botel. 
and to be choked with dust outside it. 
Indeed, duat is one of the plagues of Egypt, 
second perhaps to flies. In pring, occur 
the Khamsin or fifty day Pind not, 
fortunately, that they occur for fifty days 
continuously, but they may always be 
expected fur a day or two at a time 
through that period. These are strong, 
hot, southerly winds, enveloping the 
whole country in a cloud: of dust. Tn 
the railway train with u tormperaturo of 100° 
to 120° the windows must be kept shut in 
the vain attempt to keep it out, but in spite 
coating soon settles on the 
Arab boy with so ostrich 
comes round to atir it up-—if 
you let him.

Our 
English coins are little bettor, Some have 
the valuo stated but iixed up with a lot of 
abbreviated Latin, very useful in its way, 
perhaps—whatever jts way is,—-but many 
havo not even this advantage, and 
one is sometimes further handicap- 
ped by a ~ want of uniformity in 
size - between coins of the same 
valuo. Ib should bo o first order on all 
mints that every coin struck should have 
ite valuo in ordinary numerals conspicuous- 
ly shown in the centre of the coin. ‘Tho 
Straits Settlements coinage appears to have 
had a rational man behind ir at one time ; 
their 5 and !0 cent pieces are models of 
unmistakeability.
